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HISTORY OF PURDUE. 



The foundation for Purdue University was laid. July 2, 1862, 
A.hen Mr. Morrell and Senator Wade succeeded in passing through 
the.United States Congress an amended form of the original "Land 
Grant Bill." By the act each State accepting the bill was entitled 
to 30,000 acres of land for each Senator and Representative in Con- 
gress, according to the census of 1860. This land was to be sold 
and the mbney used in the maintenance of a college whose leading 
objects should be, without excluding other classical and scientific 
subjects, and including military tactics, to teach such branches as 
related to Agriculture and the Mechanic Arts. 

In 1865 the State of Indiana accepted the bill and by the sale pf- 
lands and subsequent investments an endowment of $340,000 was 
founded, yielding an annual income of $17,000. The school was 
first called the Indiana Agricultural College, but upon the accept- 
ance by the State of the donation in 1869 of $150,000 from John 
Purdue the name was changed to Purdue University. At the same 
time the donations of $50,000 from Tippecanoe county and 100 acres 
of land from the citizens of West Lafayette were accepted and the 
present site was decided upon as the best location for the Uni- 
versity.

the University has made rapid strides, growing from a small handful 
of students to a magnificent total of over 2,000 and from a faculty 
of six members to one of over two hundred. 

The preparatory department, which was at first an important 
adjunct to the University, has long since been abolished and for- 
gotten and from elementar}^ courses in Agriculture and Science the 
steady progress has continued until now the University comprises 
schools of Agriculture, Science, ^lechanical, Civil and Electrical 
Engineering, Pharmacy and Medicine. 

To maintain ihe Universitj^ in proper standing requires with the 
strictest economy a large amount of money. The estimated income 
for this purpose from the various sources is as follows: — 

Interest on Endowment Fund $ 17,000 

Proceeds of Educational Tax 150,000 

From National Government (Morrell Fund^ 25,000 

From Miscellaneous Sources 65,000

For the erection of new buildings special appropriations have 
been made from time to time by the General Assembly of the State 
and so generous have these appropriations been that the nucleus of 
six scattered buildings has grown to an imposing row of twenty-five, 
with more to be added in the future.

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HISTORY OF THE PAST YEAR. 



The events of ihe past year form another link in the chain of 
years ^of the steady progress and growth of our Ahna Mater, and 
when we stop to think of the unfavorable conditions and hindrances 
that have attended this progress it is with no small pride that we 
recall her success. Through financial necessity progress of a ma- 
terial nature has been limited, but the broad strides made in the 
moral, social and intellectual field have to a great degree made up 
this deficiency. 

The Memorial Building, which, since the fateful wreck of five 
years ago, has held a large share of the attention of every loyal Pur- 
due man, has at last assumed tangible form. From the first it was 
evident that a building combining both memorial and gymnasium 
features would best satisfy existing conditions. With this in view 
the architects, Messrs, R. P. Daggett & Company, of Indianapolis, 
have prepared plans for a building which will admirably fulfill all 
requirements and can be built for the amount already subscribed. It 
is to be 85 x 165 feet in the main wing with a projecting portion to 
the front 35 x 70 feet. This front is to contain the entrance hall, 
lounging rooms, trophy room, offices, etc, leaving the main body of 
the building clear for the gymnasium floor. which will contain ap- 
proximately 14,000 square feet of floor area. A running track will 
be suspended around the gymnasium on a level with the main en- 
trance, and beneath the entrance hall will be a swimming pool 30 x 60 
feet, shower baths, lockers, team quarters and all the features ac- 
companying a first-class modern gymnasium. The plans have been 
accepted by the building committee of the University and the com- 
pletion of the building is awaited with impatience by the student 
body. 

The new Agricultural Experiment Station for which the last 
General Assembly provided $100,000.00 is rapidly nearing completion 



and the excellent work of the staff will be greatly facilitated by the 
commodious quarters and modern conveniences which the new build- 
ing will afford. The ground floor will contain storage and mailing 
quarters for the station bulletin department, a general laboratory 
and laboratories for Botany, Animal Husbandry, Horticulture and 
Agronomy. The first floor includes the oflfice of the Direetor of the 
Station, general offices and laboratories and offices of the State 
Chemist and department of Agrieultural Extension. The second 
floor contains a large library, the Chemical laboratory and the de- 
partments of Dairying and Horticulture. 

The department of Chemistry, since the foundation of the Uni- 
versity, has been one of the strongest and there is much satisfaction 
in seeing it at last provided with a building wherein its work may 
be carried out unhampered to its maximum efficiency. The building 
is modern in every respect and forms quite an addition to the Uni- 
versity, 

The contemplated addition to the engineering laboratories, form- 
ing an east wing to correspond to the testing laboratory, will even- 
tually accommodate the air brake rack and automobile testing plant. 
It is to be as the other laboratories, one story in height and 35 x 96 
feet in area, and comes as a much needed relief to a very over- 
crowded department. 

In the death of Professor C. P. Mathews and the resignation of 
Dean W. F. M. Goss the engineering schools suffered a severe blow, 
but the manner in which Dean C. H. Benjamin and Professor C. F. 
Harding have taken up their respective duties portends much for 
the continued progress of the University. 

The standing of a University is not only judged by the quality 
of the men that it turns out, but equaliy as much by the quality of

those which it attracts to it. It speaks well for the reputatioii of 
Purdue that while the qualifications have been so raised during the 
past year that graduation from a commissioned high school and the 
completion of a thorough course in solid geometry are required for 
entrance, more applications for all classes are being received than 
at any previous time and many more than can be adequately taken 
care of. Courses in Forestry and Chemical Engineering have been 
added to the curriculum during the past year, while the Pharmacy 
course has been increased to two full years. 

By all lovers of sport the resumption of athletic relations with 
Indiana University was hailed with joy. The hatchet has been 
buried and the "Old Gold and Black" will again contest with the 
"Crimson and White" for the athletic supremacy of Indiana. Let us 
hope that it will be with the old-time spirit of loyalty and fair-play. 

At the suggestion of the Senior class and through the untiring 
efforts of their committee the Alumni of Purdue have at last been 
able to fill the long-felt want of some means of recognition between 
old grads. The selection of the Purdue Ring was only made after 
an exhaustive examination of many designs ranging from ideas origi- 
nal with students about the campus to samples setting forth the con- 
ceptions of expefts from the foremost jewelers of the country. 

The Freshman class in adopting the green cap as the official 
Freshman headgear have inaugurated a custom worthy of being 
perpetuated and one which will do much to keep their memories 
green long after they have left the campus. 

Owing to the low standafd to which it had been allowed to 
degenerate and to the degrading f eatures which had crept in, it was 
deemed advisable by the facu^ity council this year to abplish the 
Senior custom of Mechanics Burning. It was only after a de- 
termined struggle on the part of the present Senior class and much 



persuasion that they were allowed to give it another trial. So 
thoroughly was the entire ceremony carried out and so completely 
did the grotesque and humorous replace the ironical and vitupera- 
tive that the burning of "McAnnix" has been raised to its proper 
place as a Senior ceremony. 

For reasons of much the same nature is was also decided to 
abolish the annual Freshman-Sophomore Tank Scrap, but it is to 
be hoped some means may be devised when the time comes to also 
preserve this custom which is fast becoming dear to the hearts of 
all Purdue men. 

In line with the continued progress of the University has been 
the attendance roll. During the year, 1,796 attended the University 
at Lafayette exclusive of those who attended the Corn School or 
Winter Agricultural Courses; these total over 1,200 in themselves. 
The distribution of regular students was as follows: 577 Freshmen, 
448 Sophomores, 332 Juniors, 263 Seniors, 88 pharmacy, 57 graduate, 
and 35 specials. The marked yearly increases in enrollment have 
resulted in a seriously overcrowded condition in all shops and labo- 
ratories and it is to be hoped that much needed relief will be given 
shortly. 

At the close of the last school year the '07 class was graduated 
at which time degrees were granted as follows: In Science, 17; in 
Agriculture, 8; in Mechanical Engineering, 86; in Civil Engineering, 
59, and in Electrical Engineering, 76. The degree of Doctor of 
Medicine was conferred upon seventy graduates of the School of 
Medicine and the title Graduate in Pharmacy upon fortj^-six grad- 
uates of the School of Pharmacy. 

Advanced degrees were conferred as follows: Master of Science, 
4; Mechanical Engineer, 5; Civil Engineer, 6; Electrical Engineer, 8.

The Indiana Farmers' Institute. 

Thc Tndiaiia Farmers' Institutes were in 
1S89 takcn nndcr State control and placcd 
m the care of the Board of Trustees and 
Faculty of the School of Agricuhure of 
rur(hie University. Sincc that timc tlic 
numhcr of institutcs held throughout thc 
State and the vahie of these institutcs has 
increased beyond the fondest hopes of their 
originators. So successful have they been 
and so highly are they appreciated that the 
Statc Lcgislature has once doublcd its ap- 
propnation for their support and the pros- 
pccts arc hright for a continued material 
apprcciatioH of tluir work. 

Tlic plnn of thc work is to hold onc 
or more institutes in each county during 
the winter months. The chairman and 
speakers for these institutes attend the 
Normal Institute which is held at the 
University early in October for the pur- 
pose of outlining the course for the com- 
ing 3'ear. 

Thc visihlc rcsiilts of tlie work, so f:ir. 
arc more intclligciit and bctter care of tlic 
suil, bcttcr culturc and incrcascil yicld of 
LATTA crops, better kept farms, improvcnicnt in 

seed corn, live stock and numerous other 
matters which tend to make agricuhure a 
more potent factor in the economic welfare 
of the State. 
The Farmers* Short Course. 
The Farmers' Short Course in Agriculture was opened in 1902, 
give an opportunity to enterprising farmers to meet at the

tion as to the latest and most improved methods of farming and to 
observe the results of rxiHriments conducted under these methods

treatcd arc wel outhned and pamphlcts and refcrcnces given throuffli 
which thc student may obtain a thorough knowledge. 

Thc iarnicrs' coursc dnring its short existence has done much 
good work and has become deservedly popular. The enrollment 
this year was 10?.l. 

The Winter School of Agriculture. 

The Wintcr School of Agriculture is specially designed for 
those who feel the need of furthcr prcparation, for the successful 
pursuit of somc branch of agriculture, or for the more efficient 
discharge of home duties, but can be spared from home only dur- 
mg the wmter months. 

This school is in its twentieth year and offers, with exccllent 
facilities as regards character and scope of instruction and matcrial 
equipment, courses in Agriculture and Horticulture, Ani- 
mal Husbandry. Dairying and Household Economics. 

The instruction in all courses bears directly on thc 
cvcryday lifc and alTair> n\ tlic farm. Each course is ar- 
ranged to mcct the nccds of a class of studcnts who dc- 
sire to give attention to a particular line of agriculturc 
or home duties and the subjects most closely rchited 
thereto. 

The instruction is given by means of text books, lec- 
tures, recitations and demonstrations, accompanied by 
actual practice in the various laboratories, the effort be- 
mg made to impart useful and practical training in the 
subjects under consideration.

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THE PURDUE 



The general alumni association of Purdue University was or- 
ganizccl in June, 1878, b^^ John B. Harper, '75, Charles J. Bohrer, 
'76, Franklin P. Clark, '77, and William K. Eldridge, '77. Mr. Ilarper 
was elected president, Mr. Bohrer, vice-president, Mr. Eldridge, sec- 
retar^^, and Mr. Clark, treasurer. Each was e*lected unanimously to 
his respective office, receiving the entire vote of the other three 
members. 

They proceeded to frame a constitution and by-laws and after 
the adoption of these, presented greetings to the four graduates of 
the class of '78, granting them "all the rights and privileges under 
the constitution," which rights and privileges were proniptly ac- 
cepted. 

The meetings were first held at the homes of the various mem- 
bers, but in '83 commencement day was decided on as a perma- 
nent day and a room on the campus as the permanent place of 
meeting. The exercises were of a literary character, the members 
taking part; this, however, was later given up in favor of a lecture 
by some prominent person. The lectures were given until 1896, 
when they were abandoned in order to use the funds expended for 
them in ahimni scholarships- The members subscribed five dollars 
cach to start the fund. A special fund was raised in 1902 by 
Judge Vinton and nine other alumni, each subscribing ten dollars. 
The scholarships consist of one hundred dollars each and are loaned 
at interest to undergraduates, preferably Juniors and Seniors. The 
number of scholarships has increased from year to year, as the 
carlier ones arc paid in. The scholarships have been of great bene- 
fit; for as they are merely loans on which interest is paid, a student 
need feel no embarrassment in receiving one. 

In 1895 a committee was appointed to publish a history of the 
association. The committee had the co-operation of the officers 
(if thc University, the board of trustees paying for the printing and 
distribution. This was the (irst register of the alumni and was 
published in 1896. A sccond edition of the register was piiblished 
in 1901 by thc Univcrsity and in 1906 the work of keeping an alumni 
register up to date was given to the registrar, Professor A. M. 



Ensminger — ^An honest farmer; civil 
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Kenyon, who was given an assistant for the purpose. The extra 
clerical assistance has enabled Professor Kenyon to compile an 
alunini register that is of inestimable value to the alumni, and for 
which they are very grateful. Professor Kenyon's assistant last 
year was Miss Ethel Spalding, '05, this year Miss Grace Barnes, '94. 

The additional interest and generosity of the board of trustees • 
has been two-fold in its results; benefits being derived therefrom 
both by the alumni and the University, showing that where interest 
is taken in the alumni, their response has been prompt and appre- 
ciative. 

In 1896, it was suggested by Professor H. A. Huston, who was 
then president of the alumni association, that the classes hold re- 
unions every five years. The suggestion has been carried out by 
many of the classes, and is successful in having many of the alumni 
return. 

The alumni of Purdue are located in so many places, and 
these at such distances from Indiana, that the alumni association 
will naturally have small active membership in proportion to the 
number of alumni, but this does not indicate any lack of interest, 
for the number pf members in local chapters is comparatively large. 
The members of these chapters have a very live interest in all 
Purdue matters as is attested by their enthusiastic meetings. 

The efforts of the present Senior class to encourage and facili- 
tate the adoption by the alumni, of a Purdue graduates' ring are 
very commendable and heartily appreciated by all graduates. Their 
committee spared no efforts to obtain every possible design and 
collected sonie forty-one suggestions ranging from expert jewelers' 
conceptions to artistic designs original with students on the cam- 
pus. Some full sized models in gold, silver and brass were submit- 
ted, but most designs were represented by enlarged colored sketclies, 
The designs were placed upon exhibition in the Electrical Engineer- 
ing building corridor for local inspection and the matter of decid- 
ing which should have the honor of being the "Purdue Ring" 
turned over to the general committee of the alumni association.

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THE STUDENT COUNCIL. 



The Studeiit Council is an organization which is rapidly proving 
itself to be the vfulfiUment of a long felt want. Matters of im- 
portance concerning the student body are brought before the coun- 
cil for its .consideration, thus the name "Student" Council. The 
idea in the minds of the originators of the Council lias been well 
developed: that it shall be an organization composed of both faculty 
and student members, through which the student body shall have 
a definite voice in alj matters pertaining directly to them. 

The membership of the Council is as follows: The President 
of the Athletic Association, the Editor-in-Chief of the Exponent, 
the President and two rcpresentatives from each class and two 
members of the faculty. The president of the Senior class is, by 
virtue of his office, president of the Council, and the Council is 
subject to his call at all times. The Editor-in-Chief of the Ex- 
ponent is, by virtue of his office, secretary. 

The first meeting of the Council was held on March 21, 1897, 
and following this in the Spring of the same year it settled in a 
very satisfactory manner the controversy between the Commandant 
of Cadets and the University Band. Matters were at that i time at 
such a crisis that, as the result of the enthusiasm created in the 
band by the Student Council it may be justly said, that the effi- 
ciency reached by the Purdue Band of 1908 stands as a monumenr 



to the Student Council. The question of the Freshmen wearing 
green caps was also brought up for discussion, and after the mat- 
ter had been well considered it was the se.nse of the Council that 
the plan was a good one. 

The "Tank Scrap" is a matter which is annually brought be- 
fore the Council and is one of the most important student activi- 
ties coming up for its consideration, particularly so this year be- 
cause of the danger of its being abolished on account of condi- 
tions beyortd the control of the student body. It has ahvays been 
the policy of the Council to take every precaution to keep it strictly 
a student affair and prevent it from assuming dangerous propor- 
tions as well as distorted publicity. This year the question came up 
regarding the taking of moving picturcs of the ''Tank Scrappers," 
but owing to the undesirable notoriety to be gained in that direction 
this matter was quickly voted down. 

The Purdue students of the future should, as have those of the 
past, consider it a great honor to be elected by their classmates 
to represent them in the Student Council, and after election should 
endeavor to faithfully represent their classes. By this means the 
Council may always be as it is now, an organization through which 
the. student body may have a voice in all student affairs of the 
University pertaining directly to them.

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CHARLES PHILO MATTHEWS. 




The death of Professor C. P. Matth ews, of the School of Electrical Knginccriiig, 
was a great loss: to the University, of one of its most able instructors; to the students, 
of a gifted teacher; to the alumni, a true friend and counselor. 

Professor Matthe.ws was born September 18, 1867. at Fort Covington, New York, 
and was at the time of his death, a little more than forty ycars of age. 

He attended the St.' Johnsburg Academy, at St. Johnsburg, Vcrniont. aml was 
graduated there in 1887. He then entered Cornell University and coinplctod ilic Elcc 
trical Enginecring course in Sibley CoUege in 1892. 

Following his graduation he became instructor in Physics at Cornell, servinj? in 
that capacity until called to Purdue as Associate Professor of Electrical Enuineerinff 
in 189fi. 

In 1905 he succeeded Prof. W. E. Goldsborough as thc hcad of the school of 
Electrical Engineering, which position he held until his death, Novcmber 23, 1907. 

Professor Matthews was a very successful teacher. He knew his work 
thoroughly; he understood what he was trying to help other men learn and he pre- 
scntcd his work in a clear, concise, understandable manner. In addition to his ability 
lic had in him a hig ijaticnt heart, a personality which made him interesting, approach- 
ablc and helpful. His hne sense of humor, insight into character, and faculty of narra- 
tion are all well known to Purdue men. 

Profcssor Matthcws was a lovcr of scicntific research and investigation, and he 
made many contribiUions to scicntific knowledge. He was particularly interested in 
photometry and tlic snlijcct nf artificial ilhimination. His most notablc work of this 
charactcr was thc invcstigations ot ihc photomctric value of the cncloscd arc lanip, a 
scrics of invcstii^ations condnctcd undcr tlic aiispiccs of the National Elcctric Eifrht 
Association. This work extcndcd ovcr four ycars, and thc rcport covcrs sc\ cral hun- 
dred pages. In 1900 Corneil University conferred upon Professor Matthews thc dcgrec 
of Doctor of Philosophy in recognition of his valuable contributions to scientific and 
engineering literature. 

To know Professor Matthews was to be his fricnd, and to havc a fricnd. and 
while the men among the students and alumni who kncw him fecl thcir loss, thev* 
hold sacred the memory of him who gave the best he had, even himself.

The flrst act opens in front of the "aerial navigation laboratory" and as the cur- 
tain rises the big clock is heard chiming the hour, Students are seen passing to their classes 
and a little campus comedy is enacted b*efore the old grad. ("Wellington Reed, took my 
degree in '78," sir) makes his appearance'in search of his ward.Cynthia Bright, the daughter 
of his old classmate. The old fellow is first mistaken for a new student. "Since they started 
those new courses in agriculture we have students here almost eighty years of age!" is the 
apology and then thc boys point oiit the sights to him. *'Do you see that large pink air- 
ship just going over the main building? Thafs Doctor Stone on his way to Indianapolis to 
pick up another medical college. Next year we are going to annex the reform school at 
Plainfield." Reed announces he is down to attend the dedication of the new gymnasium. 
"Thirty years ago we petitioned the faculty for a gymnasium. They promised immediate 
action." "Aw we don't need a gymnasium anyway," interposes Bob Chester. the one eligi- 
ble athlete in Purdue. " What we need is a hospital for students that have been walked on 
by the faculty."

HISTORY OF THE JUNIOR CLASS. 




.HE spirit of loyalty and true comradeship which 
has always been a characteristic of the 1909 class 
since its first public appearance on "Tank Scrap 
Hill," has, during its third year of University life, 
become even stronger than ever before. The 
class has worked; more than that, it has worked 
as a unit. This is largely due to the fact that 
good officers have been elected and that the class 
has been free from factions. Whatever has been 
undertaken has been carried out with singleness 
of purpose and has been accomplished with credit 
to the class. 

When the 1907 'Varsity football squad was 
rounded up, it was found to contain a goodly number of Juniors. 
These men worked consistently for the best interests of the team and 
scven of them are now w.earing the football "P." Although the class 
contributed so largely to the 'Varsity squad, there was still enough 
good material left to make a championship class team. The trophy 
of the season, a large silver loving cup, was added to the 1909 col- 
lection in the University Library.

Before the end of the 
first semester of the Junior year the 1909 Debris Staff was at 
work with a determination to make its publication another notable 
success. The class has.always been ready to perpetuate the customs 
of the University. Early in the year a unique form of head dress, 
that would distinguish its members from those of . other classes, 
was adopted. The black sloucli hat with the blue and wh^ leather 
band made its initial appearance at . the Wabash football game, 
when the Juniors marched in the annual parade on , Stuart Field. 
The successful manner in which the "Jtinior Prom." was carried 
out is an indication of their social ability. 

At no time in its history has the class of 1909 been unmindful 
•of its duties to the University and it has always been ready to 
co-operate in any movement that would bring honor to the "Old 
Gold and Black." At the close of this year's work the class stands 
eager to assume the responsibilities which the next year will bring.

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HISTORY OF THE JUNIOR PHARMACY CLASS. 




'HE Pharmacy Class of 1909 began the year 
\Yith fort3^-one members. AVe had the 
troubles the first year men usually have, 
ancl as is customar)^ the Junior yell was 
called for by the Seniors; this we suc- 
ceeded in giving before they knew we 
liad one. Before the Christmas vacation 
Professor Green kept us busy in the pharmac}'- laboratory, making 
essence of peppermint, pills, etc, consoling us, as hc had many 
classes before, with the fact that "we were all 'pill-'ars of society." 
We were also having some work in "Pap's" qualitative about this 
time, and when we struck page sixteen it madc us all "sit up and 
take notice," and those early morning tests came so frequently that 
we could look for about 1'ive of them per weck. 



Before the first semester had ended, nine members had dropped 
from the class on account of sickness and various lucrative positions. • 
We were very sorry to lose them because of the smallness of the 
class as compared with previous classes. After vacation we began 
laboratory work in qualitative analysis under Professor Hoak, which 
although difficult at first, we soon mastered and then the work was 
enjoyed by all. We would have a short afternoon's work assigned 
us frequently, but as a rule it took us until four o'clock. 

The class as a whole has enjoyed the work vei-y much and feels 
very well repaid for the eflforts it has taken to pass the first year. 
At present all are doing good hard work with the expectation of re- 
turning next year and making the 1909 . graduation one of the most 
successful in the history of the Pharmacy Department.

The stibjeGt ol tliis sketcl^, wliose characteristics are both con- 
cealed and revealed by the padded engraving oppositc, grew up on a 
farm in Kent, Madison county, Indiana, until he was big enough to 
work, and then went to Gollege at Kanover in tlie same county. 

Some time after graduation he again felt the rest hunger and 
went to Harvard. From the various educational institutions he ac- 
ciiiired a number of degrees that end in "D" and in recent years the 
purveyors of adulterated food products generally refer to him in 
terms that begin with D— so that lie is now quite well supplied with 
titles. 

In 1874 he came to Purdue, and during his nine years stay made 
dents in the place whicli still remain. 

.As the iirst Professor of Chemistry at Purdue he had the dis- 
tinction of filling only one chair, the otlier five of the original pro- 
fessbrs having two or niore subjects. From the lirst the Chemistry 
Department was the strongest in the institution, and the reports ot 
that period show that much yery creditabJe research work was ac- 
complished in addition to the regular teaching of the subject. 

But Dr. Wiley -did not limit his activity to chemistry by any 
means. He had the pioneer spirit and it broke out in all sorts of 
fornis. 

- liis first great stunt was to buy for the University one of the 
first two dynamos ever brought to the United States. This old 
Gramme machine, which he bought at the close of the Centennial 
Exposition, is still doing duty. Its mate is at the University of 
Pennsylvania, where it is held in the highest esteem. When Dr. 
Wiley gave an exposition, in the streets of LafaVette, of the single 
arc light, which this machine could produce, it is hard to say whether 
the citizens of the staid little city, or the beetles that met their fate 
in its glowing arc, were the most surprised. 

Dr. Wiley's services in the field of athletics and militar}^ tactics 
were quite as valuable as those rendered in connection with the 



regular duties; and every student of that period can relatc marvclous 
tales of the glorics of the old days. 

For four j^-ears he took charge of the military drills and at tlic 
same time developed a baseball nine, on wliich lie hinisclf playcd, 
that was the pride of the Wabash. A considcrablc number of the 
students of that day consisted of the "Undesirablcs" who had been 
prematurely graduated from other institutions on account of their 
sporting proclivities, and these formed the nucleus of thc athletic 
teams of thc period. No collcgc confcrence or faculty conimittee 
existed to curb the athlctic enthusiasm, and thc pacc was a bit 
rapid. 

Out of this material Dr. Wiley built up an athletic reputation for 
Purdue quite as great in its time as was Purdue's football fame in 
the '90s, and in doing it he endeared liiniself to the whole student 
body. 

Perhaps, the event for which hc will be longcst rcmembcred was 
his purchase and operation of the first bicycle evor in the county. 
Jt was of the old high wheel type and the daily contests between 
the Doctor and the machine to determine which Avould remain on 
top of the other were the joy of large and enthusiastic street audi- 
ences. The riding of this machine was considered so heterodox that 
the University authorities demanded that it be given up. The 
answer to the demand was a resignation of his professorship on thc 
part of Dr. Wiley and a very sudden reconsideration of the matter 
by the authorities who decided not to accept the resignation. 

But there are lady readers of the Debris, and they may ask if 
there were any affairs of the heart mixed up with. his science and 
athletics. A prize can be safely offered to an^^ eligible young lady 
in the count}^ at that period who was not engaged to thc Doctor onc 
or more times. But on this point let selections froni two of his 
poems, one wnitten at Purdue and one twent}^ years later, speak for 
themselves.

Hugh Nicol. 



Hugh Nicol, Athletic Director, coach of the baseball team, and 
associate football coach, was born in Campoie, Scotland, on January 

1, 18G2. His f.imily moved to the Unitcd States when he was only 
two 3'cars old, and settled in Rockford. illinoi.-. Tt was in this town 
that hc first lcarncd and played Ijascball, and whcn eiRhtecn years 
old played his first profcssional l)all, and startcd on his remarkable 
career. 

Success was his from the start and the following year he played 
in faster company, going to Topeka, Kansas. In 1881 he was se- 
cured by the Chicago Nationals, then as now, one of the best teams 
in the world, and lic played there two years. holdingr down the 

posilion oi" ri,L;lu ricM. Tlicn lic wcnt lo thc Si. L<'ni- Drowns, and 
was, for five ycars, onc of the players that made ihe name of the 
Browns famous in baseball history. While he was there, in 1886,

they won the championship of the world, in a series of seven games, 
very similar to those played in the last two years by the two big 
league leaders. * 

Nicol next played with the Cincinnati Reds, and while there 

madc his ^reat record of stolcn bases. 147 in a singk- ^cason, that 
-lill stands uncqualcd in the bii? lca^iu.'. Aftcr playinu: tlicre four 
and one-half years he was influcnced hy liis wifc's faniily. to g^o to 
Kansas City, and he finished the scason with that tcam, which won 
the Western League pennant. 

Nichol next entered the ranks of the managers, and going tb 
his own town, Rockford, organized and managed a team there in 
1892-3 and 4, playing- aUo. From thcrc hc wcnt to Saint Joe, ^Io.. 
in the Western Leaguc, managing the tcam for one year. He then 
rcturned to Rockford and owncd and managcd the team there for 
the seasons of 1896-97 putting in into the Western League, The last 
half of 1898 he managed the St. Louis Browns, of the National 
Leag^e. During 1899 and 1900 he retired from basebali, but re- 
entered the field in 1901, owning the Rockford club till 1904, winning 
the pcnnant in 1002. The last half of 1004 he managed thc Rock 
Island tcam and wcnt t<> Pcoria, 111., in 1905, organized a team and 
was part uwiur and m;in.iij:Lr there until he sold out and came to 
Purdue in the Spring of 1900. 

First coming to Lafayette as baseball coach, Nicol had instan- 
taneous success. Alaking a splendid team out of poor material, he 
early displayed those qualities that indicated that he was the man 
the aiuhoriiics had bccn long looking ft>r t«. nianaLTC athlctics at thc 
Univcrsity. Undcr his dircction. thc lni;iiicial ;it1;iir5 of thc Athlctic 
Association havc pro>pcrcd a- ii-v^r \u-,,r^ , inl ih -Miuliny « n' thc 
Association among the athleiic organizations ot thc West hrmly 
established. The baseball team has had two prosperous seasons 
under his personal direction, and has every prospect of anothcr to 
come. He has done much to inspire the splendid spirit that pcrvades 
thc school. and his name and fame are becoming fixedly linked with 
that oi Purdue.

Leigh C. Turncr canic to l'induc liighly recommendcd as a 
good football player and coach. His football education, reccived at 
Dartnioulh, wlicic hc was known as a fast and aggressivc playcr, 
was completed by a postgraduate's course at Michigan, where he 
actcd as an assistant to Coach Yost. Tt was thus with a good knowl- 
cdge of both Eastern and Western football that he came to Purdue. 
His ability to pick thc l)cst mcn sccmcd tn bc tlic p^rcntcst (lifliciilty 
under which hc laborcd and thc scason was wcll ovcr wilh bcforc 
he had a definite line-up. Hc should not be censured for this as the 
^linrlncss nf ihe scason gavc liim vcry fcw chanccs 1o qct :i linc on 
thc mcn. In lcaving Purduc hc carrics with him tlic good will of 
the players and all with whom he came in contact, and if the Board 
of Dircctors h.ul not dccmcd it advisablc to c^ct an cntircly Western 
coach hc would bc wclcomcd back to Purduc next year.

Jaraison, because of his close connection with Purdue. He was l)*>rn 
in 1857 at Lafaycttc. and received his early training- here. He be- 
came a student at Pnrduc. but did unt g^rachiate. .\fter leaving 
school he became associated with Ihe rirni of Jamison Pirotlier^. 
deaHng in hardware. implements. etc. .\fter stayin.jr in bu?inei> for 
a while, lie decided to take up the Manual Training work and entered 
the V. M. C. A. training school at Chicago. Here he became in- 
timately associated with the essentials of physical training. A little 
later he was chosen Secretary of the Y. M. C. A. of Terre Haute, 
Ind., and remained there for fifteen years. While there he was 
closely connected with the athletics of Rose Poly. He coached their 
football and basket-ball teams, and, it may be added, the year he 
coached Rose Poly in football they never lost a gamc. but won 
from all the scbools in their vicinity. 

As to liis l)asket-ball nbility, he has been in tbe game since it 
starled. amountmi^. to about liftecn years. He was purely .ni ;niia- 
teur until tbe ycar bef(^re coming to Lafayctte, where hc otticiated 
at some of tbc games. 

He came to Lafayette in Deceniber, '05, in order to take charge 
of a Y. M. C. A. building campaign and from that time on has been 
closely associated with Purdue, not only in basket-ball, but equally 
so in track, It is largely through his efforts that basket-ball has be- 
come such an important issue at Purdue and he has built up a 
wonderful spirit. His own enthusiasm is reflected in his teams and 
we offer to him the appreciation of the '08 class for his efforts in

Mr. Wilson comes to us with the reputation for clean, true 
sportsmanship and a strong personality with the clubs and schools 
in and around Chicago, Hc was born in Chicag:o, Tuh^ 1879. and 
.uot his tirst idca> of track work from watchin.or thc practice of col- 
icge and club tcani< in his own vicinity. ITi- lir>t active work was 
started somc twelve vears ago in the CL-ntr.il V. M. C. A. Since 
then his work has con^sted nf class work, ba^ket-bail. baseball and 
then takini^ up track alonp: with such studies as Physiology, Hygiene, 
Anatomy and "First Aid Injury" at tlie Association Tnstitute, Chi- 
cago. 

In connection with track Mr. Wilson has been actively engaged 
in some capacity for thc last ten years, either as a competitor, man- 
ager, trainer or coach. He has been coaching for the last five years; 
three years at the Y. M. C. A., one year at the First Regiraent Athletic 
Club. and one term as assistant to Coach Gill» at IIHnois University.

Unlike previous years the foot- 
l)all scason of 1907 did not start 
vvith the opening of school, but due 
to the conference ruling was de- 
layed until the 20th of October. 
On this date Coach Turner issued 
liis first call which was responded 
1" by some fifty men, only two of 
vvhom were men. It was nec- 
essary that one of these be selected 
as captain, vvliich position had not 
hecn filled after AVyant left school 
the previous Spring. Jt was seen 
that the team would have to be 
made up from last year's scrnbs and 
iM-eshmen. Most all the nien had 
had a little practice in the new 
game, but ncv^ertheless the coaches, 
Leigh Turner and "Skillet" Leslie, 
had an unknown quantity with which to work. The first 
night's practice, however, showed that the nien vvere ont to 
play and that the coaches had the snap and ginger in them 
to put life into most any player. By the end of the first week 
lierkhciscr was unanimonslv electcfl captain, and each prac- 
tice night savv the team rapidly getting into shape. 

With ideal weather conditions and backed by over 2,000 
faithful Pnrdnc rootcrs thc tcam vvcnt into ihc Wabash game 
with the fighting spirit, that is hard to beat. From the 
moment the first whistle blew the Little Giants knew that 
they wcrc np a,s^ainst a teani that was plaNini^ foothall. and 
they vvere well satisfied to leave the field vvith thc larger pnd 
of a 2-0 score. Kirk, Bryan and Berkheiser formed a key- 
S^tQtie in Purdue*s line that could not be displaced, while they

played their ends well. Hutchens at quarter played a star 
defensive game and his fine tackUng stopped several runs 
that looked good for five points.

During 
this time additions were made to Ihc team in the form of 
Lickey, a last year's scrub, and llollovvay and Longabaugh, 
both of whom had not played since the season of '05. A 
loss vvas also fclt whcn iMchcgan 
was obliged to (juit, due to an in- 
jured shoulder. With **Mac'* out of 
the j^amc, it bcin^" necessary to dc- 
velop a nevv punter, *'Shifty" For- 
sythe was drafted into this position 
and filled it for thc rcniaindcr of thc 
season aidcd now ^nd then by 
Funk. ' •

kicking contest at which the 
Siickers had the advantage. 
There were, however, a few good 
line plunges, end runs and for- 
ward passes that brought the 
rooters to their feet. Many 
shifts were made in the back iield, 
all the men pla^inq- wcll. espe- 
cially Httlc llanna who, though 
in the game but a short time,won 
applansc for his nerve and grit. 
His run and the forward pass by 
himself, Forsythe and Long- 
al)an![^]i, that pnt the ball in posi- 
tion for Forsythe's drop kick 
were fine exhibitions of football.

down. Hanna, Spencer and Longabaugh played their posi- 

tions wcll. TTanna, nc\'cr Lackino- in ncr\ c. ran tlic tcani with 
a good head, and when carrying the ball he shpped through 
the Badgers like an eeh' 

The last ganic of thc scason was willi tlic Trish. who liad 
a clean slate and werc doing all in their powcr to kecp it su. 
The game, as expected, was a hard fought one, but Purdue 
did not pkiy tlic .qamc of thc prcvions Saturckiy. 

With this game rurdue ended hcr secund season of de- 
feat, but through it all the student body as a whole has re- 
mained bchind thc tcani, and are now looking forward for 
a successful season next Fall. 

As a parting wish let it be hoped that the turn in that 
lonj;- lanc has bcen reachcd, and that tlic way instcad of being 
rough and barren, as it has been for thc i^ast two seasons, 
will be smooth and fruitful and lighted by the light of victory.

Among the new men who appearcd this ycar and madc 
good were Driver, Boltz and Browne. Boltz took center 
field and fiUed the position Hke an old war-horse. Nothing 




was too hard for *'C\v" and his long catches fn center will not 
soon be forgotten. Driver better known as 'Tcte," was 
shifted from one position to another, and under the existing 
conditions, -did himself credit in every place. He is a catcher 
by instinct. a ficlder hy training, a third basenian by orders 
and a hitter by nature, Browne made his first appearance 
in his Freshman year. This year he was called on to fill 
Kelley*s place at third upon the latter's withdrawal frdm the 
team. 

Bird, the oldest member of the team, played in his posi- 
tion at left field. Tlis work throughout has rapidly improved 
until he now heads the batting average list. His service on 
the team for the past three years has always been faithful, 
earnest and fuU of spirit and fun. His absence in the field 
will be keenly felt this Spring.

TIh' track soasoii n\ 1^)07 was 
far froiii being a failure, for al- 
though but one meet was won, the 
showiiii^ that a comparatively green 
team made against veteran organ- 
izations and the fight made a.uainst 
odds, marks the season as a suc- 
ccss. Starting in the Spring with- 
out thc services of those o.ld stars 
upon which Purdue had relied in 
past scasons. a tcani liad to bc 
built up around a fevv old men still 
in school and from the green ma- 
terial at liand. The hick of indoor 
CLARK training faciHties forced the men to 

begin outdoor work when the weather permitted and con- 
sequently the team that went into tlic first meet of the 
.year was an unknown quantity. The showing made was 
gratifying in the extreme. 

The season proper opened with the relay race between 

the difFerent class teams, 1909 winnin.o- out witli a tcam coni- 
posed of Wenger, Coons, Kinkead and White. The inter- 
class meet followed and resulted in a walkaway for 1909, 
with a total of scvcntv^-one points. Thc nicet ser\'C(l to 
l)ring out the fact that there was some stray material in 
school, and increased the interest in the meets to follow. 

Thc Chicago tcam opcncd tbe intcr-collegiatc scason at 
Lafayctte, and the Boilcrmakers niade a splendid showing 
agaitist the famous Maroons. The most sanguine of the 
loyal rootcrs did not expcct many points, and the perforni- 
ance of the team was very satisfactory. White captured 



first in both thc half and tlie milc in finc fashion, and Tillct 
annexed second in the mile as well. Steltens w^on the discus, 
with a throvv of one hundred twenty-five feet, two and one- 
half inches, defeatinQ^ tlic Chicago men with casc. Lewis, 
Clark, Van Norman and Fifield annexed a second place 
apiece in their events. 

Illinois pro\e(l to ])C strongcr than Chica.jL;x>, ancl tlic 
meet at Champaign did not net as many points as did the 
conflict with the Maroons. Captain Clark carried oflf the 
high jnmp handily and Tillct ran a g'rcat race in thc (inartcr, 
barely loosing in fifty two and two-fifths seconds. Stellens 
and Fullenweider landed seconds. The Freshman team 
accompanied the '\'arsity to the land of the Suckers, and 
were defeated, but not before 
giving their opponents a hard 
fight. iMiller proved to be thc 
star of the day, winning the high 
arid broad jumps, and second in 
the discns. ATeycrs landcd firsl 
in the hundred, and second in thc 
two-twenty. Shade won the dis- 
cus, Smalley thc low hnrdlcs, and 
Bullock, McWayne and Knapj) 
secured seconds.

abling Purdue to get within striking distance of her rivals, 
Nelson and Lewis won first and second in the hundred in 
handy fashion, and T.ewis carried ofF sccond in thc two- 
twcnty. White captured his two firsts with ease, and Fifield 
also landed both the hurdles, with Van Norman second in 
the low hnrdles. StcfFens, Fullenweider and Clark each won 
their event, and Funk, Chapman and Tillet secured seconds 
in theirs. Ohio State carried off the mile relay, after an ex- 
citing- finish. 

The Statc mcct was hcld at Tcrrc TTaute, with llic race 
track, whcrc thc mcet was pullcd off in a sea of nuid. The 
light runners from Purdue could not plow their way through 
the dirt and sufFercd fearfully from the wcathcr conditions. 
Then Indiana canie late, letting AVabash secure points which 
the scarlet would have had. The combination of bad weather 
and hard luck caused two defcats of the Boilcrmakers by four 
points. All the raccs were cxciting and the rcsult was in 
doubt up until the last minute. White won the mile easily; 
biit was so cxhaustcd that he did not place in the half, 
Keefe, of Notre Dame, and Patton, of Wabash, taking the 



event. Steffens carried oflF the discus and Fifield won over 
Smithson, the star of the mcct, in the low hurdles, and 
got second in the high hurdles. Levvis secured second in 
the two-twenty, after a hot finish with Smithson and Blair, 
Tillet and Mellen captured second and third in the quarter, 
Clark and Fullenweider seconds, and Lewis a third.

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THE SEASON OF 1907-01 




The basket-ball scason of 
1908 was in many respects an 
iinfortunate one. Although the 
teain lal:)ore(l under many 
known (lifficulties, they gave 
.qreat promise in the first few 
irames, and subsequent dis- 
asters were all the more bitter 
on this account. Thc team as 
a whole was erratic ; they put 
np sonie splendid fights against 
certain defeat, but generally 
failed to win when playing 
tcams there was a chance of 
dcfcating. 

The season started with 
^ the men practicing at the 

City Y. M. C. A., at the supjer hour, The squad recruited 

from the scrubs of the season before and from the class teams, 
was fairly large, but the men composing it were small in 
size, although fast. A number of the candidates were found 
to be ineligible, and it was early seen that the team would be

badly handicapped in the matter of height and weight, and 
that speed and team work would have to be depended upon. 
The work of preparation was hard, and the team went into 
the first game in the best of shape. 

The first contest was with State Normal, and the hopes 
of the rooters were raised to a h\^h pitch whcn the tcachcrs 
were badly defeated. The team displayed great speed and 
good floor work, and looked "good." But the invasion of the 
Suckers and Badgers was fatal. Both games were finally lost 
by small scores, after having bcen won and lost sevcral times 
in the course of the play. The northern trip resulted in de- 
feats at the hands of Wisconsin, Northvvestern and Chicago, 
and the team returned disheartened and badly battered up. 
Then Northwestern came to Purdue, confident of -^repeating 
their victory of the wcek beforc, but were coni|)lctcly smoth- 
ered. This contest again raised the hopes of the supporters 
of the team, but Indiana wojp at llafayette, and they fell 
again. A great fight was put up against Chicago, and the 
score was close, and then RoSe- Poly and Earlham were de- 
fcated in rapid succcssion. Then the team wcnt to Blooming- 
ton to play Indiana agaiu a,nd greatly to the surprise of every- 
one, defeated them on their jDwn floor, and by doing so caused 
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the first alteration of the year at Lafayette. The game at 
Champaign was another defeat, however, and the season 
ended with a close contest with Minnesota, also a defeat. 

Mention is certainly due Captain Lewis. Although the 
tcam was a losing one, he made the best record any Purdue 
basket-ball player has made in recent years, and was chosen

Though 
nearly five years have passed since that never-to-be for^^oi tcn day 
when an inexorable Providence toolc from the life and activity of the 
campus sixtcen Purduc's sturdicst S(Mis. thcse ycars of vcxatious 
delays have only served to crystallize thc uriginal determination to 
erect a fitting memorial. 

Although the funds available for the carrying out of this purpose 
fall short of what we should like to see expended, the building com-

and gymnasium. This building for the erection of which $75,000 
is available will be of the most modern constructiort and will be 
complete in all details such as gymnasium floor, swimming pool, 
shower baths, locker space, team quartcrs, running track, etc. The 
memorial feature is to be distinctly carried out by the front exten- 
sion which will contain Ihc cntrancc hall, trupliy and rcception 
rooms, and ofiices of tlic athletic department of the Univcrsity. 

The building aside from its memorial purpose will be of 
incalculable value to the student body from an athletic as well as 
a social standpoint, The completion of the building is awaited 
with great expcctation and Ihc cfforts of the building committee to 
push the work are very commendable. 
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The Cross Country Club at Purdue lirst came into existence 
when "Dad" Service, the well known CaHfornia distance man, came 
to Lafayette in 1904 to take charge of the college Y. M. C. A. He 
organized and trained the first regular club, and the organization 
which he founded has continued to grow since that time. During 
the past season the team was captained by Knox, '09, and was 
directly under the eye of Coach Nicol. The membership was com- 
posed of sixty-five active men and during the Fall they took long 
runs through the country about , West Lafayette. The runs will 
be long remembered by the boys that took part on account of the 
larks they had, and the many out-of-the-way places they found. 

Of course, the greatest amount of good was gotten out of the 
daily runs, but three events were held to exhibit the work of the 
team. An obstacle race, the first ever given at the University, was 
gotten up by Coach Nicol on October 19tlx, and over sixty men 
participated. The course lay on Stuart Field and on the Annex, 
and v/as a mile in length. Forty obstacles were scattered along 
its length, varying from brush heaps to twisted ropes. The novel 
event was witnessed by a big crowd of enthusiastic rooters, that 



cheered the runners to the echo. Two heats and a final were run, 
J. E. Brown winning the final heat. 

Just preceding the Wisconsin game, on the sixteenth of 
November, the big event of the season was pulled of¥, in the five 
mile handicap cross country race. The course started on Stuart 
Field Annex, went northward cross country to the tank, down 
through Happy Hollow, along the high bluffs overlooking the 
Wabash river, and back by way of the blufif road to Stuart Field, 
around the track and finishing in front of the grand stand. The 
course was one of the best ever laid out, and on account of the 
steep hills was considered a very hard one. The race resulted in a 
tie between Captain Knox and McWayne, the men coming down 
the stretch just before time was called for the football game. 

In order to settle the ownership of the trophies, Knox and 
McWayne ran off the tie the day of the Notre Dame football game. 
The course was in frightful conditiofi from the fains, and the men 
had a hard fight of it. McWayne finally won in a close finish. This 
closed the season, and the club disbanded till next Fall.

More and niore the tendency of modern education is to recog-

^^m^ HE Indiana Medical College, the School of 
^ ^ ^ Medicine of Purdue University, is a product of 
the union of the three former medical schools 
in Indiana, namely, the Fort Wayne Collegeof Medicine, 
the Central College of Physicians and Surgeons, and the 
Medical College of Indiana. 

The Fort Wayne College of Medicine was organized 
in 1879, and gave continuous instruction up to the time 
of its union with Purdue, For many years it exerted a 
strong influence for the advancement of medical learning 



and the development of the medical profession through- 
out Northern Indiana, and about it grew up a group of 
men who have made their mark in the profession of the 
State and Nation. Though a small college in number of 
students, it had always had in its faculty, men, who, as 
practitioners, writers and teachers, took high rank, thus 
illustrating the wholesome truth that mere bigness is not 
the only, nor chief factor of worth in an institution of 
learning. 

The Central College of Physicians and Surgeons was 
organized in Indianapolis in 1879. For many years the 
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late Dr. Joseph Kastman, eminent Indiana Abdominal and 
GynecologicSurgeon, was its president. It was in certain ways 
reorganized and rejuvenated, a number of young men coming 
into its faculty and adding strength to its work and preparing 
themselves for the larger opportunities and duties which were to 

come with the union of the 
Central College with Purdue. 

The Medical College of In- 
diana was founded in iS68, 
under the Presidency of [ohn 
S. Bobbs, the leading Indiana 



surgeon of his day and the f ather 
of the modern surgery of the* 
gall-bladder. In 1878 the Col- 

lege of Physicians and Surgeons 
united with it. It has been 
associated at various times, as 

the medical department, with Asbury University, Butler Univer- 
sity and the corporation known as the University of Indianapo- 
lis. For many years, and especially in recent years, a senti- 
ment had often found voice in the profession, favoring the 
strengthening of medical teaching by its alHance with the public 
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educational system of the State. Various attempts to bringthis 
aboiit had been made, but without surcess, until in tHe early 
summer of igos, the Medical College of Indiana took up the 
movement and after patient endeavor to reach a plan which 
would meet with approval of the profession and of the majority 
of experienced medical teach- 
ers, reached an agreement with 
Purdue University. By this 
agreement the college became, 
in the summer of 1905, the 
medical department of this 





State institution. The move- 
ment being thus started, Pur- 
due University promptly pro- 
ceeded to carry it iorward by 
inviting the other coUeges to 
join with her, and this they 
soon consented to do, disbanding and surrendering their all, as 
had the Medical CoUege of Indiana, to Purdue. 

These three coUeges had, and will always have, the credit 
of meeting^ the convictions of the profession and the plain educa- 
tional needs of the times. Since the establishment of the School 
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of Medicine of Purdue University, the curriculum, in 
the same radical way, has been remodeled after the 
plan set forth by the educational committee of the 
American Med- 
ical Association, 
This plan in- 
volves several 
main features : 

First : — Th e 
allotment of at 
least a specihed 
number of hours 
to the subjects. 

Second :— The 
allotment of and 
actual filling of 

at least a certain number of hours with practical 
laborator)- and clinical work in each of the 
specified departments. 

Third : — The devotion of the large part 
of the didactic and clinical work of the last two 
years to the great general departments and making 
the teaching in the narrower special departments 
largely clinical. 



Fourth : — The development oi sectional teaching. 
In ali these respects the College is meeting or exceed- 
ing the standard. It is matter of common consent 
that never in the history of medical teaching in 
Indiana, has there been given as well manned, 
well organized, extensive and complete a 
course of teaching in the fundamentals, the 
theory, and the practice of medicine, as is now 
given in the School of Medicine of Purdue.

The Sydenham Society of the Medical Department of Piirdue 
University was named to honor the memory of Thomas Sydenham, 
born 1624, died 1689. He was a noted English physician of such 
character and attainments in the practice of medicine as to have 
justly earned his title, "Father of English Medicine." Sydenhani 
lived niany years in advance of his time and did much to advance 
methods of medical thought in the recognition, classification and 
treatment of disease. 

The society was lirst organize^d in the winter of 1875 in re- 
sponse to a need, felt by the students and faculty of the original 
Indiana Medical College, for a society which should have for its 
piirpose the development and advancement of the medical student 
and doctor. The officers of the first year were: President, William 
Bullard; Vice-President, John H. Taylor; Secretary, Theodore Kern; 
Treasurer, Joseph Sopp. 

William Bullard served as President for only a short time, being 
succeeded upcn his resignation hy J. H. Taylor. E. V. Grecn, 
Theodore Wagner and Allen Pierson were selected as a committee 
of arrangements for programs and were to act as a Board of Censors. 

During its first year, the class of 1876, and the members of the 
faculty, among whom were such men as T. B. Harvey, John 
Chambers, John Cumigore and W. B. Fletcher, were regular in 
attendance and gave the society their best support. Many subjects 
were considered and the discussions which followed not only 
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arouscd the interest of the mcdical profcssion but also that of tlic 
general public. 

The societ}^ is managed entirely by the medical students. After 
three years of satisfactory service as members ot the society. 
diplomas are given to the Seniors, conferring upon them the detrree 
of Fellow of the Sydenham Society. 

The best work and purpose of the society is found in the op- 
portunity it affords the students of reporting interesting cases, rcad- 
ing papers upon scientific and other subjects of importance to young 
practitioners, and of conducting business as it is conducted in our 
present day medical societies. Although trained to observe closely, 
to think rapidb'' and reason correctly and accuratel}^ the averagc 
medical man neglects to acquire the ability of presenting his thoughts 
to his colleagues and the public in public speech. This lack of train- 
ing the societj^ has ahvays endeavored to supply, so that the reccnt 
graduatc will be able to do his work and makc his influcnce Kh in 
his societies and public life. 

Since those early days the society has enjoycd a continuous and 
prosperous existence and has aided many of the prominent physi- 
cians of the State and Nation in their upward progress to thc 
achievement of their early hopes and plans. Aniong its alumni arc 
men who have achieved distinction, such as Harvey W. Wilcy, 
chief cheniist of the United Statcs Government; Joseph ^^larsce, 
John Fldcr and many others.

MEASURE OF TELEPHONE CUR- 
RENT NAMED FOR DEAN OF 
ENGINEERING SCHOOLS. 

Arlhur Bessey Smith Honorecl by Telephone 
Trouble-Shooters and Hello Girls 
of America. 

Along with those of Volta, Ampere, 
Ohm, Watt, Faraday and Henry, the 
name of Arthur Bessey Smith is destined 
to go flashing down the ages and clicking 
over the telephone wires as a unit of elec- 
trical talk.

LAST NUMBER ON THE PURDUE 
LECTURE COURSE WAS WELL 
ATTENDED. 

Interesting Talk Heard by Large and Enthu- 
siastic Audience at Fowler Hall. 

Thc last number on the Purdue Lccture 
Coursc was givcn by Dr. Drytalk of the 
departmcnt of Drycology of Slumbria 
L^nivcrsity, on the "Inanimate Rclation of 
the Human Bivalve." His talk was im- 
mensely intcresting and was well appre- 
ciated by his audience, many of whom got 
in a comfortablc hour's nap. Considering 
the promincncc of thc speaker therc is no 
donbt but the audience would have been 
much larger if larger and morc comfortable 
seats had been provided. 

Thc number was perhaps the best or thc 
entirc conrse due to the fame of the Docfor 
as a producer of drj' hot air.

as work out the formula for a loaded electric 
motor. The attention of the Trustees was 
called to him by the unanimous vote of his 
class in telephoae engineering, stamping 
him as the most hard-working, enthusiastic 
and popular prof.
